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"J"  USED  TN  THE  SENATE  JlfDlCTARY  COMMITTEE ' S  HEARINGS 


Some  librarians  have  written  recently  concerning  the  "J'1  included  in  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  Hearings  SuDocs  Classification  Numbers.    GPO  called  the 
Committee  and  was  told  that  the.  J"  is  used  by  them  because  it  stands  for  the 
word,  Judiciary,  and  because  it  tells  the  Committee  that  the  publication  is  a 
hearing  as  opposed  to  a  Committee  Print,  Report,  Document  or  any  other  publica- 
tion that  might  have  a  duplicate  serial  number  attached  to  it. 

Even  though  GPO  is  aware  that  depositories  using  the  SuDocs  Classification 
system  may  have  trouble  shelving  and  filing  these  materials,  we  believe  that 
the  SuDocs  number  is  bibliographically  correct.    Librarians  may  choose  any 
local  option  they  wish  for  shelving  and  filing  these  hearings  and  their  records. 
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STOCK  STATUS  COD!'.  "EXHAUSTED"  CHANCED  TO  "01, IT  OP  PRINT-GPO" 


The  term  "exhausted"  is  commonly  understood  by  Documents  personnel,  but  it  is 
creating  confusion  among,  customers  who  use  such  tools  as  DIALOG  and  the  PRE 
microfiche.    To  put  SOD  terminology  more  in  1 inc  with  the  rest  of  the  publishing 
industry,  the  stock  status  code  "Exhausted"  is  being  changed  to  read  "Out  of 
Print-Cm"  effective  April  27,  1082. 

This  change  will  affect  PRCS ,  PRE,  and  all  outputs  that  use  either  of  these  file 
The  code  entry  for  this  status  will  remain  "6"  in  PRCS  ant!  "15"  in  PRE.
